The eyewitness account of the 
big explosion, the Examiner s; id, 
was furnished by a Los Angeles 
resident w?ho received a letter from 
a friend at the Atomic Energy 
Commission’s Pacific p r o v i n g 
grounds. The AEC has kept mum 
thus far on the scheduled autumn 
tests. 
The blast, the letter writer said, 
was viewed through daik glasses 
and “appeared a huge orange ball, 
which grew larger and brightei 
until it appeared as if no dark 
glasses were there at all.” 
Intense heat was felt almost im­ 
mediately, the writer continued, 
adding: 
“The ball of fire started to rise 
and slowly lose its intensity. We 
took off our glasses and saw wa­ 
ter vapor suddenly form around 
the column. Then it rushed into 
the base of the column and up, 
clearing the air so that you could 
see countless tons of water rush­ 
ing skyward. . . . 
“The column went up and up 
and finally mushroomed. About 
three minutes later, the report, 
like a nearby cannon shot, hit us 
and was followed by several sec­ 
onds of dull rumbling. 
“Then the mushroom expanded 
into a free halo, growing with tor­ 
nado - like speed and reaching 
nearly over our ship before it ap­ 
peared to cease growing. Then it 
appeared to connect itself to the 
main column by a web of filmy 
vapor. 
Stood and Gasp 
“All we could do was stand 
there and gasp in amazement and 
awe at the enormous size and force 
released before us. Typical com­ 
ment from old timers: ‘Holy cow! 
l’hat sure makes the A-bomb a 
runt.’

raising the dead, sav ing lo st so u ls. 
While the p rimary p u rp o se o f 
Jesu s was to sav e so u ls, sin had 
so cu rsed hu m anity in the time o f 
Jesu s that it was necessary fo r 
Him to minister to their su ffer­ 
ing bo dies. It is so to day . And it is 
also tru e that the fo llo wers o f 
Jesu s Christ hav e, ev er since He 
came to earth, led the wo rld in 
ministering to the needs o f the 
b dv , in p ro tecting it fro m the 
rav ag es o f sin and disease.

Bu t in its hu manity , with mo re 
than half its p eo p le either m em ­ 
bers o f su bject co mmu nities o r 
actu al bo nd slav es, Ro me was in a 
bad w’ay and miserably p o o r. 
ntil Jesu s came the av erag e p er­ 
so n had no v isible fu tu re ex cep t 
to serv e so me inhu man master, to 
wo rk, to slav e, to su ffer, while the 
relig io u s leaders o f the day w ere

false g o ds o r were the bribed and 
p erv erted p riests o f the o nly tru e 
Go d, who no lo ng er ackno wledg ed 
their leadership o r blessed their 
ministratio ns. 
At su ch intense su ffering and 
u tter help lessness, the g reat heart 
o f the Blessed Master o f Men went 
o u t in p ity and He determ ined to 
do so mething abo u t it. It was p art 
o f His missio n to earth. 
Go d had p rev io u sly , thro u g h His 
serv ants, ministered to su ffering 
bo dies. Mo ses had g iv en the chil 
dren o l Israel a co de o f sanitatio n 
and hy g iene which, if fo llo wed to ­ 
day , w'o u ld sav e co u ntless liv es. 
Mo ses also , at Go d’s co mmand, 
had erected a brazen serp ent u p o n

Elijah 
reg ained the life o f the wido w’s 
so n. Elisha bade King Naaman g o 
bathe in the riv er Jo rdan and be 
cleansed o f his lep ro sy .

While the p rim ary purpose of 
Jesus was to save souls, sin had 
so cursed h u m anity in the tim e of 
Jesus that it was necessary for 
Him to m inister to their su ffe r­ 
ing bodies. It is so today. And it is 
also true that 
the 
followers of 
Jesus Christ have, ever since He 
cam e to earth, led the world in 
m inistering to the needs of the 
body, in protecting it from the 
ravages of sin and disease. 
As Jesus looked out upon the 
great m ultitude of needy bodies 
and still m ore needy souls, it is 
recorded that He had com passion 
on them and likened them to sheep 
w ithout a shepherd.

But in its hum anity, with m ore 
than half its people either m e m ­ 
bers of subject com m unities or 
actual bond slaves, Rome w7as in a 
bad w7ay and m iserably poor. 
ntil Jesus cam e the average p e r­ 
son had no visible fu tu re except 
to serve some inhum an m aster, to 
work, to slave, to suffer, w hile the 
religious leaders of the day w7ere 
cither 
fanatical 
pagans 
serving 
false gods or w ere the bribed and 
p erv erted priests of the only tru e 
God, who no longer acknow ledged 
their leadership or blessed their 
m inistrations. 
At such intense suffering and 
utter helplessness, the great heart 
of the Blessed M aster of Men w ent 
out in pity and He d eterm in ed to 
do som ething about it.

..odies. Moses had given the chil­ 
dren of Israel a code of sanitation 
and hygiene which, if followed to ­ 
day, w ould save countless lives. 
Moses also, at G od’s com m and, 
had erected a brazen serpent upon

those

serpents 
m ight look and be healed. Elijah 
regained the life of the w id o w ’s 
son. Elisha bade K ing N aam an go 
bathe in the riv er J o rd a n an d be 
cleansed of his leprosy. 
Jesus, then, was not departing 
from the program of His H ea v en ­ 
ly F ath e r w7hen H e en tered upon 
His mission of healing h u m a n ills. 
The need was ap p aren t. 
W hen Jesus w as born as the 
B abe of B ethlehem th ere w as not 
a m a tern ity hospital in all 
the 


w orld— no institution w here h u ­ 
m an suffering of any kind could 
have been relieved w ithout pay— 
no rescue homes, no orphanages, 
no asylum s, no hom es for the aged 
and infirm . 
O nly w ith the com ing of Jesus 
and His m inistry did the milk of

j sorrow s of h u m an ity begin to flow 
as a p a rt of the social life of n a ­ 
tions. 
It is no w onder then that the 
M aster of Men w as moved w ith 
com passion and th a t He placed 
His sym pathetic and all-pow erful 
resources at the service of the 
suffering.
